layers cf these clouds that the electrostatic discharges 
occur which cause the radio er.issi ns. 

Theories about the nature of the Venusian surface 
have been plentiful, and largely contradictory. Several 
have been based solely cn spoctrographic analysis of the 
upper cloud Layers, and these, while perfectly sound in 
thsir basic reasoning, nay very well be completely ’./rang 
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in their conclusions because of insufficient data. 

In an article titled "Our Neighbours in Space", 

V.A n firsoff, M.A., r.R-A.3., writing in The Scot" 
zinc for December discusses the difficulty of !ia»- 

ir.; any reliable conclusions as to what lies under i-.e 
cJoud layer. He mentions that at times the clouds have 
triunsi in patches, allowing a partial glimpse of what 
lir.3 below. "A few astronomers", he says, "profess to 
=• been able to map the surface of Venus-from such gl¬ 
impses, _but their results command little confidence". 

Though it is not possible to be sure time what is 
seen through the thinning of the cloud layer is acwually 
surface detail, the thin patches themselves provide vague 
landmarks which can be used to gather some approximate 
information about tho rotation cf the pla.net. 

"For several years past", writes -fir. Firsoff, 
"violet photographs of Venus were being taken in daylight 

.Venus emerged from the survey striped like Jupiter, 

with three or four dark and bright belts. This indicated 
rapid rotation, certainly not over a few days, as other¬ 
wise the cloud bands would fail to form. But the period 
of rotation has not been determined yet. 

"On the other -hand, such bands are- always paral¬ 
lel tc the equator, and by comparing then with an artifi¬ 
cially ruled globe the position of the equator of Venus 
has been found. It is inclined at about 32 degrees to the 
plane of the orbit." .j 

-These assumptions may safely bo assumed to be ac¬ 
curate, since they are based on direct observation* They 
suggest that tho length of the Venusian day may be simil¬ 
ar to that of ours. 

Whe n it comes to deciding the nature of the Ven¬ 
usian atmosphere, the outlook is as foggy as the atmos- 
phere itself. Since wc cannot penetrate, optically speak¬ 
ing, far into the cloud layer, our spectrographic measur¬ 
ements indicate only the nature of the upper surface of 
the blanket. These measurements indicate the presence of 
carbon dioxide, and not much else. It has been suggested 
teat since oxygen is lighter than carbon dioxide, it 
should rise above the "atter and therefore be .present in 
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detectable quantities in the upper layers. Absence of ox-

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LIGHT-BEAM COMMUNICATION 

At the March General Meeting of the Society in 
Adelaide, a Tenonstratian was given by the Km. Secretary 
of light-bean cor;jr.unication equipment. A crystal nicro- 
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mediately ceased. 

A Sine 11 neon lamp and a 15-watt filament lamp 
v.'cre also used in turn an the transmitter, in place -f 
the fluorescent tube, and it was shown that these would 
also work} .hut their light output was much less, giving 
a weaker signal. 

To show that the system was net limited to the 
transmission cf speech, recorded music was played over 
the light-boar, link; and .also 'morse code from an audio 
oscillator controlled bv an ordinary key. 

It was pointed out that if a space craft should 
como close ervugh to establish common! c- ti n, the mm dila¬ 
ted light-team transmitter was the ideal medium frr such 
communication; The equipment was easily built, and could 
be mule portable if necessary. Unlike radio, the system 
needed no operating licence, and it was virtually h"ax- 
proof since no one could "eavesdrop" ’unless he was in the 
path of the bean, and then only if he had a suitable pho- 
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to cell receiver, which few people normally carried ar¬ 
ound with, then*

dealing- with his ranio experiments and contacts. 

Mr. Williamson is an excellent and fluent speak¬ 
er, and his address was extremely interesting. Unfortun¬ 
ately, it was marred by the atrocious quality of the tape 
recording, which, like all of the numerous saucer ^.pc-s 
vjhich the Society has received iron, the U.-S.A., uiiccnv 
or indirectly, was far below the standard generally re¬ 
garded as acceptable in Australia and New Zealana. By 
comparison, a short excerpt from a recording by Mr. rl. 
Fultm of N.Z., which was also played at this meeting, 
was crystal-clear ii. s jite of having been "dubo^d" o.t 
least once, on inferior equipment.

In answer to the many requests I feel compelled 
tc express my own personal views in the following accoun 
of the remarkable similarity of the story of the inciden 
at Fatima, ard its relationship to the descriptions given 
by many eye witnesses, cf Flying Saucers all ever the 
world. I believe that my readers, like me, will be struck 
by -some amazing parallels in both accounts of the objects 
seen: as well as the relationship of the warning 
messages given to the child Lucia, and those given to 
many who claim, to have had, from space visitors, messages 
relating to coming world events, some of a warning nat¬ 
ure to this earth. 

I must say at the outset that I am not a Roman 
Catholic, and must admit that previous to my study of 
the saucers, I was an ardent scoffer at the story of 
Fatima. I must humbly admit that when the account was 
given to me and the similarity pointed out, I was am.azed 
at the strong resemblance of the official descriptions 
given, to those of Flying Saucers. 

I am. greatly indebted to a prelate of the Cathol¬ 
ic Church in loaning me the book -'More About Fatima" by 
the Rev. Montes de Oca, C.S. Sp., from which book I have 
freely quoted, being ens of the most informative accou¬ 
nts of the incident which I have read tc date. 

I would not dare to place any interpretation on 
the remarkable story, but am convinced so strongly that 
it is tied up with the coming of these space craft, and 
coming world events, that I cannot but urge every ser¬ 
ious student of the U.F.O. to make a serious com xirison 
by reading the many bocks available dealing authentic¬ 
ally with it. 

FinaiL r I am positive without doubt from personal 
experience and revelations given to me, that the as yet 
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rrrcjd secret parts of the message Lucia received, are 
but a part cf that which is known to many of us of the 
coming tragedies soon tc fall upon the earth, which 
also was revealed in the footprints cf the Venusian, who 
came tc Aianski, and from which there is only one hope of 
Salvation, and that lies in the spiritual turn to God 
through the Redeemer of the world: The Christ, The Sen cf 
Gcd. 

I therefore place these quotations with my read- 
era and ask them to make a serious comparison with these 
sightings so well known to all serious students of the 
Flying Saucer subject, and assess for themselves the 
value cf the evidence giver:. 

It is not so well known, but the children received 
an angelic visitor some time before the visit of the Lady 
and here is a brief account of seme of the events at this 
earlier visit by him early in spring 1916. 

"A violent- gust of' wind made them raise their heads 
and they saw take shape in the air and come towards them, 
c. beautiful white cloud in human form, resembling a stat¬ 
ue m siiorr, which the sun made transparent like crystal. 

As the figure approached, the children saw a young nan cf 
14 to 16 years - and of superhuman beauty. 

•'Fear net" he said, : ’I am the Angel of Peace, pray 
with me, n then kneeling and placing his forehead on the 
ground, three times he repeated, ''My Gcd, I believe, I 
adcro, I love You, I ask pardon for those who do not be¬ 
lieve, nor adore, nor hepo, nor love You." 

Then rising he said, "Pray thus," and later in 
July or August when he visited them, again he announced 
that he was their country's Guardian Angel. 

Fr^n this we go tc the second apparition the chil¬ 
dren had of the Lady, on June 13th. 1917, when the acc¬ 
ount says "the light cf the sur. dimmed in e.r_ exceptional 
manner.... the topmost branches cf the tree bent in the 
form ex' a parasol.... The voice was as of a loud humming 
of bees." At the end of the conversation there was a loud 
report and Lucia said "She is goi:ig away." Free the tree 
a beautiful white cloud moved to the east which they 
followed distinctly **cr a while. 
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At the departure the upper branches cf the tree, 
without losing the shape cf a parasol, leaned t~ the east 
and remained so for hours, slowly resuming their normal 
position. 

The third event was on July 13th., 1917. Again 
the sun lost its brilliance, but the ammosphere assumed a 
curious yellow tinge and. at the same time a beautiful 
white cloud enveloped the tree, and again a loud explos¬ 
ion occurred at the departure. 

Or. August 14 th. was the fourth or frustrated vis¬ 
it. A loud explosion at the tree was followed by a flash 
of lightning| the sun lost its brilliance, while the at¬ 
mosphere showed a great array of colours, and finally a 
white cloud appeared above the tree and then disappeared 
from visi u. 

At the fifth visit on September 13th., the sun 
lost so much -f its brilliance that the stars were visi¬ 
ble; the atmosphere was golden yellow. A priest who was 
present records that the light was like a globe advancing 
from east tc west and says, "To us was granted the grace 
cf seeing THE VEHICLE" (capitals mine) "that carried her". 
This was followed by the light cloud above the tree and a 
shower cf flowers which vanished without touching the 
earth, and the globe returned as it came. 

(Note here the reference to the globe and the ve¬ 
hicle which clearly shows that the visitant was carried 
in some form of aircraft.) 

The great day of the Miracle was October 13th., 
1917. Lucia exclaimed "There is the lightning", and the 
light white cloud again made its appearance. It was like 
the snake of incense rising fir ra the t roc to a height 
of fifteen feet and dispersing: this phervunenmn occurred 
three times. The Lady opened her hands and beams of light 
proceeded towards the sun. The three children saw three 
members of the Holy Family; the Virgin, St. Joseph, and 
the babe Jesus. These changed tc the Divine Lord on the 
right as a full grown nan, and The Lady of Sorrows on the 
left; and finally The Lady of Mt. Carmel. 

It must be remembered that the day was heady with 
clouds and much rain had fallen sc that the thousands 
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prosant were quite vet. The sun was hidden in the clouds 
which opened wide and shewed an inr.cnse surface sf blue; 
the sun appeared at the zenith in a strange aspect: thou¬ 
gh nit veiled by the clouds, yet one could look .at it di¬ 
rect. Suddenly it trembled, and was shaken; it nr.de some 
abrupt movements and filially began to turn giddily on it¬ 
self, LIKE A WHEEL OF FIRS, casting in ail directions, 
like an enormous lamp, giant beams cf light which were in 
turn green, red, blue, and violet, colouring in a fantas¬ 
tic way the clouds, trees, rocks, earth and faces and bo¬ 
dies cf the people, -a.s far as the eye could see. It was 
while this was happening that the children saw the vision 
described above. This lasted for about four minutes and a 
moment later resumed f r r a second time tho dance of light 
and colour; after a few minutes it stopped, and again af¬ 
ter a pause the act resumed in a mere colourful way. 

The whole of this incident was seen for a radius 
cf 25 miles as recorded by witnesses.'This was followed 
by a terrible fall of the sun, which was the culminating 
miracle. It left its pla.ee in the fArmament and falling 
from side to side, plunged zig-sagging upon the crowd be¬ 
low, sending out intense heat. Finally stopping short its 
fall, it climbed back into its place, zig-zagging as be¬ 
fore, and regained its usual brilliance. 

The Bishop cf Liera in 1930 said this was not 
seen by any observatory, and therefore was not of a mat¬ 
erial order. (This proves that it was not the sun as was 
thought, but that it was sene- phenomenon like tho sun; 
and coupled with further evidence, it will be seen that 
the glebe was - idcr.tx cal with saucor observations of to¬ 
day.) A priest who (.bserved it at a. school sis or seven 
miles away, said "It looked, like a. ball of snow turning 

on itself.bec.ar.ie detached free the sky and rolled 

right and left, a.s if falling to earth”. The newspaper "C 
Seculo” quoted: "The sun resembled a dull silver plate, 
it dies not warm, it does not dazzle, it trembles, makes 
abrupt movements outside all cosmic law, begins tc dance". 

Dr. Aimuda Ga.rra.te, of the University of Coimbra., 
writes, "I saw it like a well defined disc, bright but 
not blinding; people around me referred to it as like a 
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sii/o" ok>t~, but its an xoarar.ee was of sharp clarity, 
changing like tho 'orient' of a pearl.

Whatever nay bo said about Gray Barker's new book, 
"They Knew Too tiuch About Flying Saucers", it is not dull. 
It must be the most w_ldly sensaticnal book about F.S. 
ever published. Its effect on ncrralU deadpan journal¬ 
ists lias been galvanic, judging by the wild-eyed news it¬ 
ems which have appeared in the press since it was publi¬ 
shed. If ever a book lent itself tc misconstruction and 
misquotation by deadline-happy feature writers, this is

the impression that the earth is about to be overwhelmed 
by stinking Martian monsters or- by ghouls from the depths 
of the earth. The outsider may easily believe that the 
average saucer researcher is regularly threatened by mys¬ 
terious men in dark suits, who tell him secrets so fear¬ 
ful that the very thought makes him ill for days. 

ihy»e Gray B rker didn't say just-that. But the 
conclusions which have already been drawn from the book 
are staggering. 

For instance, a double-column heading in the Syd¬ 
ney "Sun" dated 2nd. May, 1956, rends "Author Takes A 
Spin 1 '. Uething starving there. The story opens: "Chief 
investigator for tie Internatirnal Flying S-ucer Bureau 
Gray Barker believes the U.S. has been operating a base 
on the-moon for about seven years". 

Hell, all right. He can believe that if he wants 
to. No law against it, as far as we know. But the next 
few paragraphs bring the Australian saucerer up on his 
feet, gasping for air. 

"Ke has just published -a book. They X.'«-w Too 
Much About Flying Saucers. In it he intimates that inves¬ 
tigators in many parts of the world, including Australia 
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and New Zealand, have been silenced. They had pressed 
their inquiries into the flying saucer mystery too close¬ 
ly. He even infers that in some cases pressure on the in¬ 
vestigators has been applied from other worlds.Bark¬ 

er also asserts that Edgar R. Jarrold, founder of the 
[ Australian Flying Saucer Bureau (which later changed its 
i name to the Australian Flying Saucer Research Society) 
i received several visits from a stranger. The stranger in¬ 
dicated the reason 'extra-terrestrial visitors' would not 
land close tc Sydney or any other large city was for 
fear they would, be murdered out of hand. Subsequently Ja¬ 
rrold apparently dissociated himself completely from the 
Australian Flying Saucer Research S- ciety." 

LET'S GET THIS STRAIGHT.' 

Ghat may have happened in other countries, the 
A.F.3.R.S. is not in a position to confirm or deny. But 
the Society can speak with authority about events in Aus¬ 
tralia, and a letter was immediately dispatched to the 
Editor of the "Sun" to straighten out the record. Here, 
in part, is the text of this letter:

Edgar Jarrold was never a member of the 
A.F.S.R.S., nor did he ever have anything to do with this 
Society 

"(5) The story cf the 'Stranger' who visited Ed¬ 
gar Jarrold has been highly coiou.w'edby repetition. THE

The Australian Flying Saucer Bureau 
was forced in Sydney by Hr. Edgar Jarreld an 1951. Mr. 
Frxl Stone, who’ had. ferried the Australian Flying Saucer 
Club in Adelaide, offered to affiliate with the A.7.S.B. 
and accepted the position of South Australian Branch Pre¬ 
side at. However, as he got no satisfactory co—operation 
fron Edgar Jarrali and was raking r.o progress, he broke 
his connection with Jarrold and ferred the A.F.S.R.S. 
with its headquarters in Adelaide.

Three British subnarir.es returned to Plymouth af¬ 
ter manoeuvres held off the ccast of Bristol. The Comman¬ 
der, Ciq/tain Crelwan, repeated to his Adniral that he had 
seen "flying Saucers’ 1 floating <on the sea approximately 
11 nautical miles south of Lundy I:A'.:nd. He was able to 
take two photographs showing the objects. The research 
organisation for U.F.O.'s forced about a year ago in Lon¬ 
don and attached to the High Command (Oberkcnmndo) con¬ 
fiscated the files by the Admiral's request and decided 
that they will bo studied, evaluated and released for 
publication at a later date. In the meantime, 'Captain 
Cneiwan has been ordered to treat Lis encounter with the 
U.F.O.’s as a military secret and no instruct his offic¬ 
ers and con accordingly. 

Before this craor. was imposed, however, a newspa¬ 
per can obtained a five-minute interview with Captain 
Chelwan. Hero is tho Captain’s. story: 

;, Wo surfaced iiuar Lundy Island, and cn opening 
the hatch my engineer and I noticed, about a mile south 
west, two silvery discs floating on the sea. As the sun 
was shining on the ripples I thought at first that it was 
a light reflection, but presently we Loth heard a buzzing 
sound, we quickly grabbed our binoculars and examined the 
objects. They were shaped like a disc slightly elevated 
in the middle, and had no windows, portholes or other ap¬ 
ertures. The elevated middle portion was stationary, but 
the flat outside portion, surrounding the middle portion 
like 3 . collar, rotated slowly on the water. 

"he thought the objects measured approximately 
100 feet across; the middle portion appeared to be nut 
bigger than one-tenth of tho whole disc. The outer port¬ 
ion, surrounding the centre piece, appeared not tc be at¬ 
tached to it, as there was a gap between them measuring 
about two feet4.

'•’I must say we wore very much surprised at the 
sight of these objects, and officers and sen crowded tho ' 
deck sharing as if they were hypnotised. As tho whole 
'snow' took only about 20 seconds in was impossible to 
form a sober judgment. Their origin seems to be a puzzle; 
technically they seem far above anything we know. Obvi¬ 
ously we all thought immediately that they were xlyung 
saucers. I intended to give an order tc go at them full 
steam and if possible got alongside then, but the buzzing 
sound became higher and more urgent until die patch was 
so high that it could not bo heard any longer. The wo 
discs°mounted horizontally, turned sideways at about 300^ 
feet and disappeared in twenty seconds at a speed which I 
estimate to have been about 2,00G n.p.fc., from this vision 
of rur binoculars. At the same time a reddish glow surr¬ 
ounded the objects.” 

The British Admiralty declared thot the* sighting 
is to be treated seriously and the evaluation of it will 
take some time.
